Washington, June 
10—(IP) —Air 
Secretary 
Symington said today 


the air force research plane XS-1 
several times has 
flown 
"much 


faster than the speed of sound." 


Symington told a news confer- 
ence that so far as he knows no 
other plane has 
achieved 
super- 


sonic speed, that is, faster 
than 
sound travels. 


The first and only pilot to fly 


the XS-1. beyond the so-called sonic 
wall is Capt, Charles E.'Yeager, 
25, a fighter pilot who destroyed 13 
German planes while serving with 
the air force. 


Yeager, a'native of Myra, W. Va., 
is a test pilot assigned to the air 
materiel command at Wright Field 
Ohio. 


The speed of sound is 763 miles 


an hour under standard contitions.

temperature of 59 degrees Fahren- 
heit at sea level. 


Sound's speed .of travel dee ceases 


as temperature drops. At 67 degrees 
below zero its speed is 662 miles an 
hour.

pram, and toys.

Goldsborough 
Continues Roil 
Strike Ban 


Washington, June 10— (/!> -Feder- 


al Judge T. Alan Goldsborough to- 
day continued his ban against 
a 
strike by three railroad unions. 


After a hearing in federal court, 


Goldsborough granted the govern- 
ment a temporary injunction. It 
replaced a restraining order which 
blocked a strike after government 
seizure of the railroads. 


At the same time Goldsborough 
gave the unions five days to file a 
written answer to the Justice De- 
partment's pleading for a perma- 
nent injunction. He said he would 
set another hearing in 
the 
case 
after the answer is filed. 


This action leaves the railroad 
case still uncertain pending the fi- 
nal hearing. 


But GoIdsboEough's action today 
continues the legal bar against a 
coast-to-coast railroad strike which 
otherwise would have expired to- 
morrow night. 


The 
judge 
heard arguments 
today by a lawyer for the engineers 
firemen, and switchmen, in favor of 
the union motion to dimsiss the re- 
straining order. 


Assistant Attorney General Gra- 


ham Morison opposed the motion 
and asked for an injunction. Mori- 
son said that "presumably their 
intent to strike would be carried 
out the very moment your honor's 
injunelive bar was lifted." 


, Golds.borugh said: 
"The court thinks that under the 
record as it now stands, he must 
refuse the union motion and grant 
the preliminary injunction."

Don't Cut Starches 
Starches not only supply tho bo- 


dy with a large proportion of its 
heat and energy requirements but 
they can be easily changed imo fat 
in the body. For this reason, peo- 
ple who eat excessive amounts of 
carbohydrates can become obese. 
On the other hand, the daily ne-;d 
for starches is believed to be be- 
tween 300 and 500 grams — this 
would be roughly about one pound. 
It is not wise to cut down on the 
starches below a certain level, at 
least not for very long.

. Most families economize on elec- 
tricity by being careful to turn off 
lights, but ninny do not realize 
that overloading circuits, 
using 


appliances unsuilcd to wiring, or

'causes waste. Rural electrification 
advisors oi the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture explain that too few 
circuits and too small wires cause 
dim or flickering lights and sl6w 
down appliances. This means less 
light, heat or power for the money 


"'spent on electricity, and also great- 
er depreciation ol equipment. 


, The way to avoid such yvaste is 
lo provide adequate circuits 
and 
large enough wires when electricity 
is installed in building or remod- 
eling the home, 
says 
Lorraine

.tion Agent. The average six-room 
house generally needs one to two 
circuits for the basement, four to 
six tor the first floor, and two to 
four ior the second floor. Adequate 
circuits should be installed to take 
care ol present and also 
future 


equipment. It costs iar less to pui 
thv.se in when the house is built 
•than to install them later. 


Whenever possible long circuits 


should be avoided to prevent loss 
ol electric energy. With No. 14 wire, 
the outlets should be not more than 
25 feet from a fuse box or panel 
board; with No. 1-2 wire, not more 


. 'dian iio feet. If circuits must be 
longer in a large house, fuse boxes 
or circuit breaker panels shoulo. 
be installed on each lloor, supplied 
by feeder wires, preferably of No.

Sand Wire worms 
Pesfr fro Be 
Considered 
Damage from 
sand wireworm 
can be prevented by a program ol 
rotation, cover crops, and manur- 
ing, according to Oliver L. Adams, 
Hempslead county agent. 


This pest seriously hurts corn 
and other row crops on sandy soils 
in this area, ft stunts or kills young 
plants. 


Growing a broadcast crop for one 
year will rid a field of wireworms, 
suggests the agent. A crop of corn 
or some other row crop can then be 
grown without wireworm damage. 
But with continuous row cropping i 
fields soon become reinfested. A£t- ' 
er one or possibly two years in 
row crops, land should be sown to 
a broadcast crop for a year or two. 
Cover crops and manure raise 


the moisture-holding capacity 
o£ 
the soil. 
This growns the wire- 
worms. Furthermore, the increased 
moisture-holding capacity enables 
injured plants to 
recover 
more 
quickly.

alien— 
such as anti-Communist Poles and 
Czechs in Europe—who enlisted, 
would mean one less American to 
be drafted. 


A soldier hired to fight for

country which is not his own coun- 
try is called a "mercenary." Lodge 
said the 25,000 aliens he has 
in 
mind should not 'be caller mercen- 
aries.

Rayons 
become weaker when wc-t while 
cottons are slightly stronger. There- 
fore, rayons need gentler treat- 
ment both in washing and ironing. 
Rayons are more easily damaged 
by heat than cottons so should be 
pressed with a cooler iron. 


Rayons are not difficult to iron; , 


they are just different according to 
Lorraine Blackwood, Home Dem- 
onstration Agent. Usually they do 
not need to be as moist as cottons 
for ironing. They should be ironed 
on the wrong side of the fabric so 
that any shine It-It by the iron will 
not show up on the right side. The 
iron should follow the weave 
of 


the fabric, and the fabric should 
not be pulled or stretched or given 
much pressure with the iron. 


Above all, the iron should not 
be loo hot. It is a good idea to 
start ironing with the- tempera- 
ture set low and let the iron be-' 
come hotter until the ideal heat 
for the goods is- found. Collars, 
pockets and trimming usually neecl 
touching up with the iron on the 
right side. Use a pressing cloth 
over the rayon to avoid shining 
these places.. 


Rayon crepes and jerseys are 


the most difficult to iron evenly 
because they have so rnuch"give." 
A point to remember also is that 
crepes shrink more than plain- 
woven fabrics.

Advises Use of 
Hot Water 


'Everyone should form the habit 


of washing his hands in hot water 
several times each day," 
states 


Home Demonstration Agent Lor- 
raine Blackwood. Hot water is a 
protective health measure. It is one 
ol Hie most effective and inexpen- 
sive disinfectants. 


Thorough washing of the hfands 


before eating is one of the pre- 
cautions the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis recommends 
during the epidemic season which 
is now approaching. Scientific stu- 
dies show that the hands 
may 


spread the virus infection through 
contamination of food, drinks, or 
objects carried to the mouth. 


For this reason, 
the National 


Foundation cautions that a 
high 


standard of personal 
cleanliness 


should be maintained, and 
that 


fresh fruits and vegetables should 


well before they 
are 
be washed 
eaten. 


Farm people have a high per- 
centage of minor and many times 
major»cuts on the skin. These are 
potential doors of infection. Cuts 
should be cleaned at once to avoid 
infection. People make mistakes by 
using household 
remedies, 
such 
as salves, turpentine, soda, molas- 
ses and coal oil, without remem- 
bering to clean the wound first. 
This is particularly true in the case 
of burns. Hot water and soap have 
a definite antiseptic value. Clean- 
liness is the first step in avoiding 
infection. Hot water and plenty of

Clothes can do so much to make

Choose 
right and you can "travel light." 
yet be well and comfortably dres- 
sed with the minimum of washing 
and ironing, Mrs. Blackwood says. 


The mainstay of a travel ward- 
robe is usually a suit, preferably 
of dark or mixed colors which do 
not show soil easily. Faille is a 
good suit fabric because it resists 
wrinkles— rayon faille, or for cool 
weather wool faille. For hot wea- 
;her seersucker has the advan- 
;ake of being cool, crease resistant, 
easy to wash, needing no ironing. 
The new sheer one—denier rayons 
arc cool and can be ironed dry. The 
new ginghams in practical colors 
designed for "tour suits" also are 
good choices. 


For children cotton knitwear is 


comfortable, easily washed, needs 
no ironing. 


For semi-dressy wear consider a 
silk or rayon print. Prints show 
soil and wrinkles less than plain 
colors. Nylon slips are recommend- 
ed because they do not wrinkle, 
dry quickly after 
washing 
and 
need no pressing. 


Even though frills are prominent 
in fashions this year, fussy styles 
are poor choices for travel because
